BOMETHING ABOUT BROOKLYN AND
ITS STREET RAILWAY SYSTEM.

Nearly a Miilion

Passenger Fares |

HAWKINS' DEATH

'The Body of the Dead Officer
Brought Ashore Today.

Daily Collected on the Sarface and |

Eleynted Lines—A City of Homes,
Churches. Parks nnd Schools,
[Special Correspondence. ]

Brooxrys, July 81.—This city, or
rather this borough of Greater Now
York. is ungnestionably the most unique
of all cities. Apart from New York and
removed any considerable distance from
the great metropolis, it wonld be the

second—or at least the third—ecity on !
this continent in population and com- |

mercial importance. But New York. of
which it is a part, overshadows it. Its
individuality islargely lost, merged into
the greater city across the river. Fully
450,000 people, mainly living in Brook-
lyn and doing business in New York,
daily swarm across the great bridge
which spans the East river or cross on
the varions ferries that ply between its

of New York, which is a fairly correct
designation, yet not wholly go. With
ite population of over a million people
Brooklyn is a city on ifs own account,
and has its own distinctive institutions
and landmarks, which no process of
consolidation can wholly efface.

Brooklyn is not inaptly referred to as
“Trolleyville,”" and we who live here
are frequently called ““trolley dodgers. "
And that's no libel. We do have to
dodge trolley cars, for their fracks com-
pletely gridiron the city. Within the
borough of Brooklyn there are fully 400
miles of electric railway- track. The
electric lines are mainly owned and
operated by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit
company, which also operates the ele-
vated railroads. With the exception of
a comparatively small independent line
—the Coney Island and Brooklyn rail-
road—1this company has a monopoly of
the passenger traffic of Brooklyn. Un-
der normal conditions the various sur-
face and elevated lines daily carry 850,-
000 passengers, & considerable percent-
age of whom are conveyed over the
bridge to and from the borongh of Man-
hattan. About 2,000 cars are operated
daily, making 15,000 trips and covering
in the aggregate 200,000 miles. Thesa
figures do not include the Long Island
railway, which does a large local pas-
senger business within the city limits.

In the matter of parks and public
grounds Brooklyn surpasses most cities.
Within its corporate bounds 1,800 acres
are set apart as public parks. The most
noted of these is Prospect park, in
which there are 450 acres. A tract of
680 acres between Ridgewood and Rich-
mond Hill was recently acquired by the
park department at a cost of abont §2,-
000,000, and is designated as Brooklyn
Forest parle An effort is now being
made, with fair prospect of sucecess, to
establish a park at Coney Island, com-
prising something like 400 acres stretch-
ing along the seashore from Sea Gate to
Manhattan Beach.

Brooklyn might almost be called a
snmimer rtesort, as within its borders
ars so many of the most delightful and
widely known seaside places—Manhat-
tan Beach, Brighton, Bath Beach, Bock-
away, Far Rockaway and the always
at and only" Coney Island.

Stretching from Coney Island to As
toria, on Long Island sound, Brooklyn
has over 20 wiles of water front, along
nearly all of which the depth is suffi-
cient to allow the approach of the lar-
gest ocean going shipa,  Its facilities for
wharfage and storage are unsurpassed
either in extent or convenience by any
port in the world.  Just back from the
water front on the East river is Walla-
bout market, one of the largest markets
in the world. covering 23
ground, the site and buildings having
cost about $2,000,000. The business
bere transacted aggregutes £30.000,000
b year.

Brooklyn is termed *‘the City of
Homes and Churches, ' and the ferm is
not misapplied. Here is the most noted
church in this conntry—Plymonth.
made famouns by Henry Ward Beecher.
There are in Erooklyn 500 churches, em-
bracing every shade of religions beliel.
It is likewise a city of schools and li-
braries and benevolent institutions
Aside from the public schools, there are
here abont 80 educational institutions
of various kinds. There are 125 hospi-
tals, dispensaries and asylums. Brook-
Iyn has doubtless the most historic and
beantiful burial ground in this conntry
—Greenwood cemetery —where rest the
eshes of many of the most distinguished
people of Brooklyn and New York

' FITTING CEREMONIES HELD.

| Remaina to Be Staried Home to His
Native BState.

Have Been Dne to Cancer of the Bow-
als—His Iliness Dated From the Hattle
of Malolos, When He Exposed Himselfl
Almost Hetklessly In the Disease-
EBreeding Climate—Impressive Funcral
Services Followed, Conducted by
Regimential Chaplain, the Following
Sanday—Rewmains Attended by a Guuard
of Honor For the Rest of the Voyage.
Few Cases of Seasickoess and Half o

Men Aboard the Transport—One Man
Will Be Operated ou For Appendicitis.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aung. 2.—The casket
contninlng the remains of Colonel Hawk-
ins was taken nshore today with cere-
monles befitting Colonel Hawkine' ravk.
The remalns of the dead commander
will be sent to Peansylvania for in-
terment. Colonel Hawkins died on
July 18, on board of the trans-
port Senator enroute to this clty with
his regiment from Manila. His death
ocenrred two days after the transport
salled from Yokohama. Cancer of the
bowels was the cause of death. The re-
mnins were embalmed on board the ship
and hronght here for shipment to Penn-
sylvanin, The ship bewring the regi-
ment has arcived, biringing the sad news.

Flag at Hall-Masi.

| The Senator urrived with her flng at
nalfmast on acconnt of the death of
i Colonel Hawkins.
|  The Senator sailed from Manila ou
| July I, with 38 officers and 721 enlisted
| men. The transport was at Nugusaki
on July 15, when Colonel Hawking was
| taken 1l with cancer of the bowels, from
| which he had been a sutferer doring the
greater part of his campaign in the
Philippines, and for which he had un-
dergone treatment in the military hos.
pital ai Manila. His illness continued
during the following day, July 16, when
the Senator was at Yokohama, and two
days later he passed away at sea

Caolonel Hawkins' illness dated from
the battle of Malolos, when he exposed
himself almost recklessly in the dis-
ease-breeding climate. He was re-
spected and loved by every mun of his
command, and his death is deeply
mourned by the troops. His body was
placed in a hermetically sealed casket,
and on the Sunday following his death
impressive funeral services were con-
ducted by the chaplain of the regiment,
all of his men being in attendance.

The remuins were placed in the stern
of the vessel and lay in state, attenaed
day and night by a guard of honor dur-
ing the remainder of the voyage.

After the death of Colonel Hawkins,
the command of the regiment was
vested in Lieutenant Colonel Barnett,
who, like the dead commander, is popu-
lar nmong the cnlisted men, and made
a good record in the war.

Of the 59 officers and men whom
Colonel Barnzett brought to San Fran-
ciseo, three are pravates inlthe Sixth ar-
tillery, U. S. A., and ore is a member
of the Nebraska regiment who was left
behind at Yokohama when his compan-
ions sailed for this port on the Han-
cock. A dozen stowaways were also
concealed in the hold aud were soon
brooght to light after the Senator left
Yokohama.

One Man a Victlin of Appendicitis,

The Senstor had a good trip from
Jupan. With the exception of the sad
illness and death of the regimental com-
mander there was npo sickness aboard,
barring a few cascs of seasickness and
half a dozen cases of dvsenfery. At
sight of land, all the invalids were able
to leuve the bunks and line up on the
main deck except one poor fellow who
has doveloped symproms of appendi-
vitis und who will be operated npon in
the hospital here.

When the Tenth Penusylvania left
for the Philippines last year the muster
comprised 850 men. Twenty-four were
inlled in battle or died in the Manila
hospital, and the rest of the sick and
wounded, to the number of seven, are
on the hosyitul ship Relief, which will
probably wrvive here within the next
few days.

2.—"Three new
cases of yellow fever mn the Soldiers’
home at Hampton and one death™ wus
the official report received by Surgeou
General wyman from Dr. Wasdin, the
yellow fever expert on duty at the in-
stitution. Added to Dr. Wasdin's fig-
ures, seut to Dr. Wyman the diy be-
fore, this made 40 cases inall which
had oceurred at the home, of which
eight had proved fatal. Surgeon White
telegraphed Dr. Wyman that in his
opinion there was little doubt that there
had been some fover infection in the
neighboring village of Phoebus, but
the surgeon general said that this dis-
pateh hud not been followed by any evi-
dence of u positive case at that place.
Should the fever develop there, how-
ever, no surprise would be felt, in view
of the proximity of the place to the Sal-
diers’ home and the mixing of the in-
mates of the institution with the people
of Phoebus.

The opinion was expressed that the
sitnution continued enmﬂf. inas-
much as the disease had n kept
within its original bonnds. Noae of the
nearby towns other than Phoebus had
reported the appearanee of infection or
suspicious cases, The people for miles
aronnd the home were very much
alarmed, but guict.

A LONG DISTANCE FIGHTER.

Blagco Thought Santingo Should Nol Have
Been Sures adered — Pare)s sod

Toral on Trial.

Maprip, Ang. 2. —The second session
of the courtmartisl of Genesls Toral
and Pareja. charged with surrendering
Santingo de Cuba to the Amencans
without huving exhausted all means of
defeuse, took place and General Pareji,
in his defense, said the garrmson of the
city of Suntiago de Caba lacked food,
many cf the soldiers having died of
hunger. In addition, the hospitals
Lwked wmediciues, The geneval read
several telegrims exchanwsed between
the snthorines at Washington and Ma-
jor Genernl Shafter, the latter showing

imself confident of foreing the sur-
render of Sautiago de Cuba.

General Toral made u similar defense.
He rewl a telegram sent him by Captain
General Blaneo, who, after consuliing
with the authorities at Madrid, ap-
proved of the capitulation.

Another Spanish officer testified that
when hie entered Santingo he found three
guarters of the troops sick.

CGicnorul Rubi gave testimony to the
affect that further resistance wonld
Luve been eqoivadens o the death of
the rematnder of the froops.

Licutenant Gevoral Pando testified as
to his regretring that the recommenda®
tions tuule by him  before leaving San-
tingo hud not been acted on, as Santiago
then had sulficient ammuaition, except
for the artiliers. He disapproved the
decisions of the generals at Havaun,
who, he asserted, to suoceeed should
have reinforeed Santiago.

Grenernl Blanco said he had never wd-
vised the capitulation of Santiago, but
favored o strong resistance. The gov-
ernment, be declaved, had accepted the
terins of the United States without dis-
cussion and when he telegraphed to
Genwral Toeral it was too late. San-
tingo, ke added, had tar from an insuf-
ficient gurrison.

Condemns Lack of Transport Service.

Lospon, Aug. 2.—The special artist
of The Daily Graphio of this city, now
iu the Philippines, growled at the un-
thoritics who “forbid an artist the as-
sistarce which he might provide for
himself by engaging servants o carry
the toud the militury authorities de-
cling to supply even new on payment.”’
He condemns the nlleged neglect of the
transport  serviee, He said in pare:
“You cunuot be taken by cart from Ma-
nila to San Tomaso by road without
having to swim streams.  But for a bit
ot singls ratlway line the troops would
e starvedd on this line of operations. As
i is, they are bup fed from hand to
month.”
